” Students are preparing for new living 
situations aS the school year is winding 
down. Many people are concerned about 
the arrangements for next year, especial- 
ly about policies that Clarke is enforcing 
about living on or off campus. 
The Clarke College Student 
Handbook states: “All students 22 years 
of age or younger, except single students 
living with their parents and married stu- 
dents, are required to live in college resi- 


dence halls and participate in a meal 


plan.” 
Kate Zanger, vice president of student 


life. said the reasoning for this policy is 
for the philosophy that Clarke should 
remain a residential campus. 

Zanger also said that there are benefits 
to living on campus, which include 
developing a healthy mental and physical 
attitude, relating to people and building 
friendships, getting involved in Clarke 
activities more easily, and experiencing 
college life on the whole. 

Some students say they feel that this 
policy is a good idea for freshmen and 
sophomore students, but juniors and 
seniors should have the freedom to make 
their own decision about living arrange- 
ments. 

“T believe that it is of vital importance 
for students to live on campus the first 
two years of college in order to develop 
friendships and establish a sense of com- 
munity; however, I feel strongly that

There are three dorms on Clarke’s 
campus. Mary Ben is for women, Mary 
Jo is for men and Mary Fran is for the 
juniors and seniors or those 21 years of 
age. 

There isn’t much of a selection of liv- 
ing arrangements when a_ person 
becomes a junior or senior. 

Zanger said that Clarke is looking into 
new and improved housing for students 
living on campus. 

“Alternative housing options have 
been recommended by students and stu- 
dent life staff at Clarke. Judy Jewison, a 
consultant, and the architectural firm 
Performa are helping with the new 
improvements,” Zanger said.

A pre- 
sentation will be made to any interested 
students on April 30 at 7:30 p.m. in 
Alumni Lecture Hall in CBH and pizza 
will be served. 

Recommendations include more sin- 
gles, suites, and an apartment complex.

Work-study opens to 
include community service

Many Clarke students are currently receiving financial 
aid through the work-study program. Now. students can 
get work-study money by doing community service. 

In order to participate in this program, students must be 
eligible for federal work-study, they must work one-on- 
one with adults or children, and the project may not 
involve clerical or office work. 

Clarke first received federal funding for students to 
eam work-study pay in community service positions in 
1994. The program is open to students of any age or 
major, and recently has been seen as ideal for education 
Majors. Fifteen students are currently working at Hoover 
Elementary School and St. Anthony’s Elementary School 
in Dubuque through this program. Most participants are 
tutoring junior high students, while some are involved by 


reading to students, organizing activities, and helping stu- 
dents with homework. 

“It's a great opportunity for students majoring in edu- 
cation, allowing them to interact with students before 
beginning their student teaching,” said Lorie Foley, assis- 
tant director of financial aid. 

Students are also finding this program to be a nice 
change of pace. and it can also be a very rewarding expe- 
rience. Freshman Ardell Sanders is currently a teacher's 
aide for a pre-school class. He also works with children 
who are in extended care, and can’t go home after school. 

“Community service is a great way to get to know peo- 
ple throughout the Dubuque area and it helps me get 
money to get through school.” said Sanders. ‘For me. 
working with the kids is more fulfilling than a desk job.”
